Americus, Ga., July 26.—(/)—De- 
claring that those who abandon the 
democratic party in the November 
election will not have entered any 
new movement “but will have joined 
forces with the ancient enemy,” 
United States Senator Walter F. 
George in an address this afternoon 
at Union schoolhouse in Webster 
county made a ringing appeal for 
strict loyalty to the democratic na- 
tional ticket. 

More than 2,000 persons heard Sen- 
ator George deliver his first public 
address since the Houston convention, 
where he was second to Governor 
Smith in the balloting as a candidate 
for presidential nominee. Many of 
them were homefolks who made the 
occasion a homecoming for the sen- 
ator within a few miles of the spot 
where he was born and reared. 

Representative Charles R. Crisp, 
member of the house of represen- 
tatives, also was a speaker. Mr. 
Crisp, like Senator George, exhorted 
the voters to stand by the national 
party tickets in the November elec- 
tions. 

Duty of Loyalty. 

“My mother who lies sleeping in 
yonder churchyard taught me from 
my earlier childhood that my first 


and highest duty was fidelity to my 
obligations and _ pledges,” Senator 
George declared. “Can it be that my 
mother was entirely wrong and that 
those who seek to advise mé now are 
entirely right, although they may be 
ministers of the gospel? 

“TI do not believe so, and there- 
fore, I would not have the slighest 
hesitancy or the remotest fear in say- 
ing to her, if she were here, that I 
am going to faithfully observe and 
abide by my obligations to the demo- 
cratic party.

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A BISHOPS REPLY 
0 CARDS ISSUED 
BY CANDLER. DENNY 


Statement Warns “Wet 
Forces” Church Will Not 
Be Driven From the 


Field. 


Richmond, Va., July 26.—(4)— Four 
southern Methodist bishops, in a joint 
statement made public here tonight, 
served notice upon opponents of pro- 
hibition that the supporters of law 
“will not be driven from the field 
by the cry that they are ‘bringing 
the church into politics’” by oppos- 
ing an “outstanding enemy of nation- 
al prohibition” for the presidency. 

The statement, signed by Bishops 
James Cannon, Jr., of Richmond; 
John W. Moore, of Dallas; Edwin 
Mouzon, of Charlotte, and Horace M. 
Dubose, of Nashville, called upon the 
ministry and laity of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, to continue 
the fight against the liquor traffic 
and “would-be nullifiers of the law.” 

In view of statements recently made 
by Bishop Warren A. Candler, of At- 
lanta, and Bishop Collins Denny, of 
Richmond, and interpretations placed 
upon them by the wets, the joint state- 
ment declared “it becomes absolutely 


necessary that the attitude of the 
Methodist Episcopat church, south, 
on the question of prohibition should 
be plainly set forth by quotations from 
episcopal addresses and from the of- 
ficial record of the general conference 
of the church, which utterances must 
be accepted as final authority.” 
Bishop Candler had said and Bish- 
op Denny had concurred in a state- 
ment emphasizing the “non-political 
mission and work of the church” and 
declaring there was no reason “to 
dissent from the position of my church 
on the subject of personal and party 
politics, as that position has been 
proclaimed authoritatively by its lead- 
ers from the begining of its history 


as a Christian body.” 


Referring to this assertion, the joint 
statement tonight said there was no 
desire to criticize statements by Meth- 
odist bishops between 1865 and 1894 
on personal and party politics. Bish- 
op Cannon expressed’ the personal 
opinion that Bishop Candler quoted 
only from those bishops prior to 1894 
and that prohibition as an issue gain- 
ed ascendency since that time. 

“These bishops,” the joint state- 
ment said, “openly and courageously

SWEDISH EXPEDITION IS CHEERED 


Crew at ‘Norway Port 


Narvik, Norway, July 26.—(#)— 
The Italian survivors of the wrecked 
dirigible Italia disembarked from their 
base ship Citta: Di Milano tonight 
while a great crowd assembled to 
watch them maintained silence broken 
by a few scattered hisses. 

On the other hand the members of 
the Swedish relief expedition, who 
are traveling to Stockholm by. the 
Same train, were loudly cheered as 
they boarded their car. 

The Italians hurried from the ship 
to the special car reserved for them 
and the train left at 6:30 p. m. Gen- 
eral Umberto Nobile, commander of 
the Italia, expedition, looked pale and 
worn, and his face showed plainly 
the strain under which he had been 
laboring. The other members of his 
party appeared well except Natale 
Ceccioni, motor chief, whose leg, brok- 
en in the crash of the dirigible, was 


bandaged, 
When it was known that the spe- 


cial coach had been brought down to 
the quay, the crowd began assembling. 
Policemen were on duty, but there 
was no disorder. 

Advices received from Kings Bay 
today indicated that when the. Citta 
Di Milano returns to Spitzbergen to 
resume searches for the six members 
of the dirigible’s crew still missing, 
the Norwegian ice breaker Braganza 
will be sent in the direction of Franz 


Josef Land to search for traces of 
the missing Captain Roald Amundsen 
and his five companions, It is con- 
sidered unlikely, however, because of 
ice conditions that. much work can be 
done in that quarter until about the 
middle of August.

Wrecked Plane Expected 
To Be Repaired in Time 
for Another Take-Off 
Within Ten Days. 


Rockford, Ill, July 26.—( United 
News.)—The gloom which fell upon 
this small midwestern city today 
when the big blue monoplane “Great- 
er Rockford” crashed into a cornfield 
15 minutes after starting for Sweden, 
goal of a trail-blazing one-stop flight, 
lifted tonight. 

Still determined to put Rockford 
upon the international map, _ the 
chamber of commerce, which had 


backed the project, hastily called its 
flight conimittee into session. When 
it adjourned the committeemen 
emerged, exuding optimism, and an- 
nounced another start would be made 
as soon as the plane was repaired. 

It was possible, they said, that Bert 
Hassell and Parker Cramer, the fliers, 
might leave within ten days. 

Much difficulty had been encoun- 
tered in financing the costly venture 
by popular subscription, and when 
Hassell, unable to gain altitude in 
the calm air, was forced to wreck the 
plane in landing Rockford’s dream of 
establishing the future air route to 
Europe was shattered—temporarily. 

Hassell, who was so broken-hearted 
over the accident that he wept, en- 
thusiastically started preparations for 
the new attempt. Neither he nor 
Cramer was injured in the crash. 

It was planned to have the dam- 
aged plane repaired at the Stinson- 
Detroiter factory at Northville imme- 
diately.

The committee had been in session 
on active duty at the department since 
It was unanimous in sub- 
mitting some 30 recommendations in 
regard to reserve corps administrative 
matters, including a proposal that a 
separate corps organization be created 
for national guard officers, entirely 
oes _— the ggase | reserve 
Corps for all purposes, including pro- 
motion. The committee suaptated’ the 
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_ “guard corps” in this connec- 
tion. 
Some Changes Opposed. 


On the broader question of reserve 
administration, a majority of six of 
the nine committee members, headed 
by Brigadier General Leigh R. Gignil- 
liat, chairman, disapproved any change 
in the present system, which is han- 
dled directly by the chief of staff of 
the army. 

The other three reservists, headed 
by Brigadier General John R. Dela- 
field, a former president of the Re- 
serve Officers’ association, recommend- 
ed in a minority report on this point 
establishment of a new branch under 
an assistant chief of staff with the 
rank of brigadier general and charged 
by the law with responsibility for ini- 
tiating and executing all policies rela- 
tive to the organized reserve and the 
officers’ reserve corps. 

In answer to this suggestion, the 
committee majority filed a supple- 
mental report signed by all the ma- 
jority members except General Gignil- 
liat. It took exception to any sug- 
gestions of the minority report, tend- 
ing to indicate “that the majority 
members were not fully. informed of 
the facts” and declared the opinion 
that the chief of staff “is as fully 


competent to handle the affairs of | 
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ithe reserves as he is those of the regu- 
lar army.” 
Demand Growing. 

The minority report said there was 
an increasing demand among resery- 
ists for a war department organiza- 
tion similar to that for the national 
guard through the military bureau 
which is headed by a national guard 
officer on active duty with the rank 
and pay of a major general. It also 
said the majority had voted down a 
motion that the committee ask the 
advice of the war secretary and the 
chief of staff on that point, although 
this had been done as to practically 
all other matters discussed. 

In recommending the creation of a 
“guard corps,” the full committee said 
all national guard commissions should 
be transferred to the proposed new 
corps with “rights, privileges and 
status” such as guardsmen now have 
in the officers’ reserve corps. 

There was no detailed discussion of 
the point in the minority _ report. 
Among other recommendations the 
committee urged elimination of the 
300-hour credit as sufficient for re- 
serve promotions; development of the 
enlisted reserve corps; transfer of 
reserve officers to inactive status only 
voluntarily or on failure to take pre- 
scribed training; two-year availability 
of reserve appropriations; elimina- 
tion of concurrent guard and reserve 
commissions; increase of equipment 
available for reserve summer training, 
and a score of other changes in the 
reserve administrative system. 


PRISON “TOO HOT,” 
LOWERY IS GIVEN 
REDUCTION IN TERM 


Reluctant, “on account of the 
heat,” to spend any more time than 
absolutely necessary in the city stock- 


ade, W. R. Lowery, 34, of Riverside, 
so earnestly pleaded for leniency be- 
fore Recorder Murphy M. Holloway 
Thursday, that the latter sentenced 
Lowery to serve 10 days instead of 
the 15-day term which already had 
been imposed. 

Lowery told the judge the unhappy 
tale of his release from the stockade 
Wednesday noon, after serving 45 
days on three consecutive 15-day sen- 
tences all given him for being drunk.

MERCEDES GLEITZ 
FAILS TO SWIM 
IRISH CHANNEL 


Port Patrick, Scotland, July 26.— 
(?)—Mercedes Gleitz, London typist, 
abandoned an attempt to swim the 
Irish channel between Donaghadee, 


Ireland, and Port Patrick at 5 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

Miss Gleitz gave up the 22-mile 
swim when about 12 miles off the 
Irish coast because of the coldness 
of the water, after swimming slightly 
more than 14 hours. 

She started from the fishing village 
at 2:57 a. m. today for Port Pat- 
rick, Scotland, by the old Royal sail- 
ing route. Hugh Muir, an expert on 
tidal conditions, asserted, however, 
that the treacherous currents would 
force her to swim three times that 
distance.

“T, for one, and I speak for my 
brethren generally, avoid partyism and 
offensive personalities in the pulpits 
and in the streets. But it would be 
in my judgment the most discredita- 
ble attitude for me to pretend not to 
be intensely concerned about the poli- 
tico-moral situation which has been 
thrust upon us in Georgia. 

“The warning of Dr. Mell that un- 
less the preachers watches his step he 
may lose his job does not go very far 
with some of us. As citizens and 
moral leaders, we think for ourselves 
and think prayerfully, I trust. But 
We are not cowards nor nonentities. 

“The truth is the pastors who are 
personally aroused in this situation 
are not the main fact of it. They are 
standing with the people to whom 
they minister, who are aroused—their 
deacons, stewards, elders, Sunday 
school teachers—and mothers.”

AINSHORTH QUERY 


Rome, Ga., July 26—(4)—Holding 
that every party member is entitled 
to urge his personal views concern- 
ing prohibition, G. Ed Maddox, chair- 
man of the Georgia democratic exec- 
utive committee, has replied to an 


open letter from Bishop W. N. Ains- 
worth, of the Methodist Episcopal 
ehurch, south, asking by what right 
Governor Al’ Smith said he expected 
to seek changes in the law in view of 
the dmocratic platform’s dry plank. 

Chairman ddox expressed dis- 
agreement with the presidential nomi- 
nee’s stand on the question, and that 
of John A. Raskob, chairman of the 
national democratic committee, but 
wrote the bishop that “every member 
of the party, be he nominee or mere 
party follower, has the right to ex- 
press and urge his own personal 
views.” 

Referring to Governor Smith,. his 
letter continued that “inasmuch as he 
has emphaticaily deciared that he 
would honestly enforce the prohibi- 
tion laws as long as they are a part 
of our statute law, I am clearly of the 
opinion that there is nothing in the 
platform which excludes him from 
urging a modification of those Jaws 
as he sees fit, though frankly I con- 
sider it a hopeless undertaking on 
his part.” 

Not a Party Question. 

Mr. Maddox, who served as a mem- 
ber of the platform committee at the 
Houston convention, said that the 
prohibition plank was merely a pledge 
to enforce the 18th amendment and 
the Volstead act and “makes no ref- 
erence to repeal, maintenance or mo<- 
ification,” adding that it was accept- 
ed by a committee majority ‘on the 
idea that prohibition was not and 
ought not to be a party question.” 

The state chairman saw no danger 
to the prohibition laws if Smith 
should be elected because of the atti- 
tude of a majority of congress, but 
wrote that “if Governor Smith or 
anyone else can suggest a plan which 
will improye upon existing conditions 
surounding the enforcement of these 
laws, I believe that every true advo- 
cate of temperance will welcome it.” 

As to the bishop’s query how far 
“loyal democrats” are bound to sup- 
port the nominee, Chairman Maddox 
wrote: 

“T ean only say that choice of 
party or loyalty te party is a ques- 
tion for the conscience of each indi- 
vidual.” 


Question of Logic. 


“Tf it is logical,’ Chairman Mad- 
dox wrote, “to say that the defeat of 
a ‘wet’ plank precludes the right of 
the nominee to urge changes in the 
prohibition law, it is just as logical 
to say that the defeat of a ‘bone-dry’ 
plank as embodied in the Moody pro- 
posal precludes the right of the nomi- 
nee to urge the inviolate maintenance 
of the prohibition law; and the further 
logic of this historical background is 
that every member of the party, be he 
nominee or mere party follower, has 
the right to express and urge his own 
personal views on the question of pro- 
hibition.” 

After reciting the developments cul- 
minating in the adoption of the pro* 
hibition plank at Houston, the letter 
continues: 

“In answer to your question as to 
whether I indorse the action of the 
nominee in declaring his views on the 
prohibition question and that he will 
urge the adoption thereof, I unhesi- 
tatingly say that I disagree with hen 
and regret that he hold such views, 
but, inasmuch as he has emphatically 
declared that he would honestly enforce 
the prohibition laws as long as they 
are a part of our statute law, I am 
clearly of the opinion that there is 
nothing in the platform which ex- 
cludes him from urging a modification 
of those laws if he sees fit, though 


frankly I consider it a hopeless under- 
taking on his part. 

“The expression attributed to the

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MARINE FERS 
ATTACK SANDINO 


Managua, Nicaragua, July 26—) 
American marine fliers were believed 


today to have inflicted a number of 
casualties on the bodyguard’ of Gen- 
eral Augustino Sandino, insurgent 
leader. 

Three of the five planes which 
sought out the insurgent position near 
the Honduran border were struck by 
rebel rifle and machine gun fire. The 
damage was not considered serious. 

The marines met the attack with 
machine guns, rifles and bombs, show- 
ering the insurgent camp. 

The air squadron was led by Ma- 
jor Ross E. Rowell, chief of the ma- 
rine air service in Nicaragua, and 
by Major L. M. Bourne, Jr., who will 
succeed him shortly. Hopping off 
from Managua, they headed for the 
distriet a few miles south of the Hon- 
duran border near the confluence of 
the Poteca and Coco rivers. A week 
ago planes flying over that region 
had been fired upon without result 
and this attack gave the marines the 
location of the rebel position. 

As the airmen flew over the camp, 
which is a small lumber mill owned 
by a German named Gulcke and had 
recently been seized by insurgents, 
they were fired upon. The marines 
immediately brought their rifles and 
machine guns into action and also 
dropped bombs on the camp. 

Because of the dense growth of the 
forest it was impossible to learn the 
damage that had been inflicted. It 
was believed at headquarters, how- 
ever, that a number of casualties had 
resulted. 

Marine officers thought that the 
band attacked was the immediate 
bodyguard of General Sandino, He is 
known to be in that district. Sandino, 
however, seldom appears in the front 
rank when there is fighting in prog- 
ress, Preferring to direct the opera- 
tions of his followers from a distance.

Athens, Ga. July 26.—( Special.) 
C, A. Cobb, editor of the Southern 
Ruralist, made a very interesting and 


instructive speech Thursday to the 
vocational agricultural teachers of the 
State, who are in conference at the 
State College of Agriculture. The 
subject of Mr. Cobb's speech was 
How the farm press serves agri- 
culture.” 

Very interesting discussion on teach- 
ing evening classes for adult farmers 
were led by R. W. Foard, itinerant 
teacher-trainer of the Colorado Agri- 
cultural college, Fort Collins, Colo.. 
_and W. G, Crandall, professor of agri- 
cultural education, Clemson College, 
South Carolina. 


“The farm press is trying to do 
everything it can to furnish informa- 
tion to the farmers that will make 
agriculture more profitable,” said Mr. 
Cobb. “It is the purpose of all agri- 
cultural forces to help lift farming 
up to a point so that it will pay as 
well as vocations in industry the farm 
press is endeavoring to render its 
share of this service to the farmers 
of this country. We are encourag- 
ing cooperative marketing and every 
other progressive farm movement that 
we feel will in time make farming 
more profitable and more attractive. 
Progress seems at times to come very 
slowly but each of us must keep 
faith and continue to lend our sup- 
port.” 

“It was my pleasure,” continued 
Mr. Cobb, “a few years ago to visit 
the little country of Denmark, prob- 
ably the most prosperous farming 
country in the world today. It was 
remarkable to me that there were 
no really poor farm people in Den- 
mark. They all seemed to be more 
or less prosperous. The income per 
farmer in Denmark is the same as 
that per worker in industry. No other 
nation under the sun can boast of this 
prosperous condition of their farm- 
ing population. Vocation in Den- 
mark very similar to that in which 
you men are engaged is to a very 
creat extent responsible for the up- 
lift of that country.” 

“The people of Denmark through 
their educational program have done 
the thing that you teachers are try- 
ing to do in this state. that is to 
train the farmers to make a more 
prosperous living. 

“There are approximately 100 vo- 
cational agricultural teachers who are 
attending the annual conference. Dur- 
ing the conference each teacher is 
making a program of work that he 
expects to carry out in the local com 
munity where he works.

RIVERS URGES MODERN 


SYSTEM OF HIGHWAYS 


Jesup, Ga., July 26.—State Senator 
E. D. Rivers, candidate for governor, 
spoke in the courthouse today. He was 
introduced by Raymond Pierce, solici- 
tor of the city court of Jesup. 


“T have no alliance with the present 
chairman of the state highway depart- 
ment and I believe Georgia’s road sys- 
tem is a most important question be- 
fore the state today,” 
said. “That system ought to be finish- 
ed at the earliest possible moment and 
the roads should be built of material 
that would last and serve the people. 

“In the last state senate there was 
a rather unfortunate situation because 
of the tactlessness of the governor of 
Georgia.” Senator Rivers’ further 
stated. “The governor wanted to re- 


tory to the senate if a more competent 
man could have been found. But as 
a senator, it was my duty to see that 
the successor to the chairman of the 
highway department should be quali- 
fied and competent. 

“Gevernor Hardman sent to the sen- 
ate, the name of Dr. Strahan to suc- 
ceed to the chairmanship and it de- 
veloped that the governor had not 
even consulted Dr. Strahan and = Dr. 
Strahan forced him to withdraw his 
nomination. It was apparent to the 
senate that Governor Hardman was 
tactless or imcompetent to name a suc- 
cessor. He is reputed to be a fine 
business man, but I ask you to decide 
if this is an illustration of how he 
has made a success of his own busi- 
ness, 

“T have no apology to make for my 
part in that affair. As a senator in 
the state of Georgia it was my duty, 
when I found that the affairs of the 
state were being carelessly and fool- 
ishly handled, to come to the rescue. 
to step into the breach. You would 
have done the same thing, I am sure. 
You would not have permitted a gover- 
nor who displayed his own imcom- 
petence to interfere with the orderly 
proceedure of state business just to 
satisfy his political whim and spleen. 

“Other senators agreed with me 


that we should not confirm a successor | 


to the present chairman unless he had 
better qualifications than did the pres- 
ent chairman. And in the light of the 
first nominee and the outcome of that 
appointment, we had no reason to be- 
lieve the governor had given the mat- 
ter any more thought than in the first 
instance, and we refused to make a 
confirmation. 

“If I am elected, I shall be free

‘Bumpy’ Weather T raining 


Flight Gives Real Thrill

Newark-Elizabeth Airport, July 
26.—I found out today what “bumpy” 
weather means. 


It was the first practice hop, just 
to give me the feel of being in the 
air. The plane bucked and pitched, 
banked over almost vertically and 
slipped down sideways. I got a tight 
“creeny’ sensation about my middle. 
At times I had the same feeling when. 
as a small boy, I nearly fell out of 


Framed by the left wing-tips I could 
see a group of golfers who looked up 
at us and began to move about nervy- 
ously, 

The earth swung unreasonably in a 
huge circle and slipped sideways, Il 
lost most of my interest in the con- 
trols and grabbed the padded edge 
of the cockpit. My stomach mus- 
cles felt as though they were mak- 
ing a desperate attempt to pull the 
plane back straight. Then it 
straightened out with a long, smooth 
swoop and we flew with the wind 


a high tree and caught myself by| swiftly. 


grabbing a shaking limb. 

The gale rippled 
water in the field. The engine 
roared and twnty feet after we started 
rolling along headed into the wind, 
the tail lifted suddenly. Less than 
a hundred feet and the plane was in 
the air. We rose rapidly—and with 
many jerks, 


Five hundred feet in the air and 
she began to buck and pitch about. 
I watched the controls in my cock- 
pit as they moved with those with 
which they were connected in the 
instructor's cockpit. 


I tried to imagine what I would do 
if I had hold of them but it was 
hard. I could tell what to do as one 
wing or the other rose too high. You 
move the control stick over in that 
direction, the ailerons or balancing 
flaps on the wings change their an- 
gles and you drop back down. That 
movement is almost instinctive, 


Feels Side-Slip. 
Suddenly the plane lurched 
ways almost vertically and dived. It 
felt like a side-slip. The cold air 
blew against the side of my face.

While I thought we were falling, 
the pilot had only banked her over 
steeply and dived as he turned back, 
so as not to lose speed. 

“The only way to control her on 
a day like this is to keep up all the 
speed you can,” he said later. “Flying 
is like skating on thin ice, you've got 
to keep going fast.’’ 

That was excitement enough 
a first hop, I think, They would 
not let any students go up on a day 
like that for actual practice at the 
controls, he told me, 

“It's hard enough work for an ex- 
perienced pilot to handle a light plane 
on a day like this. It'll probably be 
quieter tomorrow and you can come

out and take a hop with your hands | 


on the dual control.” 

Flying doesn’t seem to me to be 
exactly a simple matter, but if these 
other fellows can Jearn it. I guess I 
can. ‘Tomorrow I won't have to 
“cuess,’I can begin to find out for 
sure whether or not I can stand the 
gaff,

The court action brought by a 
relative of George Sand against an 
author who had dealt with the lady's 
love affairs has brought on a gen- 
eral debate in France on the ques-. 
tion whether the intimate details of 
the lives of great artists belong to 
the public. The French courts have 
decided that such details are public 
property, especially in a case like 
George Sand’s where the author made 
no secret of them. And many of the 
details do her no great harm at all. 
Take for instance, the episode with 
Chopin, which Blasco Ibanez tells in 
his “roman” on the “Life in the 
Salearic islands.” Chopin and George 
Sand had arrived at Majorca. After 
a little while the rather reactionary 
population of Majorca began to pull 
an ugly face. The rumor had gone 


around that they were not married. 
People turned their faces away at the 
passage of the lovers. A sudden at- 
mosphere of frigidity invaded cafes 
and publife places when they entered. 
There were even cat-calls and boos 
in the streets. It became impossible 
to live there. Until a free thinker, 
a friend of Chopin told them of a se- 
cluded little villa, that the Majorcan 
clergy would rent to the couple for 
a small sum and so eliminate the 
scandal as much as possible that their 
passage in public provoked.

The Proper Conduct of Sincere Citizens 
Who Bolt Their Old Parties

All those ominous rumors of big bolts 
from the major parties that preceded

" ished into thin air. 
No echo of them 
even invades the 
radio field. 

The predicted 
farm bolt that was 
threatened to oc- 
cur here at the re- 
publican pow-wow 
petered out inglo- 
riously. Those who 
were expected to 
lead the formidable 
revolt of the pitch- 
fork army are now 
feeding out of the 
hands of Hoover, 
Curtis and Chairman Work. ‘They 
were just politicians masquerading in 
farmers’ overalls, anyhow. They were 
generals without an army. When the 
hollowness of their commissions and 
claims were exposed and _ repulsed 
they went away back and fell in 
meekly at the tail end of the old pro- 
cession.

The Dry Bolt Was a Dud. 

Likewise the blue rockets that 
arched the road to Houston with 
warnings of a tremendous walkout of 
dry democrats should Al Smith be 
nominated, led only to the firing off 
of a few spluttering pinwheel pro- 
tests.

The Honest Way to Bolt. 

The only political protest move- 
ments—or bolts, if you choose to call 
them so—-that have achieved respect 
and a. measure of popular support 
have been such as have set up new 
organizations and candidates 


Without going further back than my 
own personal contacts and recollec- 
tions, I may call attention to the 
most formidable and memorable of 
those bolts. 


In 1872 the liberal republicans, 
who did not intend to support Presi- 
dent Grant for a second term, did 
not wait to bolt his renomination. 
They met in Cincinnati on May 
and nominated Greeley and Brown 
upon a liberal platform. The regu- 
lars met at Philadelphia in June and 
nominated Grant and Wilson. ‘The 
democrats met at Baltimore in July 
and swallowed the liberal republican 
platform and_ ticket.

There were 4.000 straight-out dem- 
ocrats in Georgia who rallied accord- 
ingly—the greatest number who did 
so in any of the states of the union.

The Gold Bug Bolt in 1896, 


In the Chicago convention of 1896 
there were 162 gold bug democrats 
who refused to vote for the nomina- 
tion of William Jennings Bryan and 
the free silver proposition. 

A gold bug democratic convention 
with S888 delegates from 41 states 
and three territories met at Indian- 
apolis in September. They called 
themselves “national democrats.” They 
nominated General John M. Palmer, 
of Illinois, a former Union general, 
for president, and General Simon Bol- 
ivar Buckner, of Kentucky, a former 
Confederate general, for vice presi- 
dent. 

In their platform they recited the 
heresies of. the Chicago-Bryan plat- 
form, and then said: 

“In view of these and other grave 
departures from democratic principles, 
we cannot support the candidates of 
that convention nor be bound by its 
acts. The democratic party has sur- 
vived defeats, but could not survive 
a victory won in behalf of the doc- 
trine and policy proclaimed in its 
name at Chicago.” 

That ticket got the votes of 2,708 
gold bugs in Georgia. 

The above are examples of how 
really sincere and courageous bolters 
act. 

The republican’ bolters in 1896 
formed the “silver party ;’’ the Roose- 
velt bolters in 1912 set up the “pro- 
gressive party,” and La Follette did 
the same in 1924 and got 4,822,856 
votes for it.

THE GOOD OLD STINGER TIME. 

Traditionally there are three kinds 
of venomous snakes in North Amer- 
ica, but the rattlesnake is such a 
good advertiser that it does seem as 
though we never hear of any en- 
counter with the other two poisonous 
kinds, so we'll confine our remarks 
to rattlesnake bites, 

Rattlesnakes, like other venomous 
snakes, are comparatively short and 
thick of body, have heads triangular 
in shape (owing to the development 
of the jaws), and elliptical pupils in- 
stead of round as in harmless snakes, 
and of course pits, depressions in the 
head that further distinguish poison- 
ous from harmless snakes. Every one 
should learn not to harm the com- 
mon black&nake or water snake or 
other harmless kinds, for these snakes 
are of value to man, destroying ver- 


kill them. 

A rattler can strike only a foot 
or so. Wearing leggings, high laced 
shoes or other protection for the 
ankles and calves up nearly to the 
knees, is a good plan when one walks 
much through rattler infested terri- 
tory. 

Children at play may disturb a rat- 
tler and get bitten. Boys chasing 
frogs, rabbits and the like sometimes 
annoy a rattler in his retreat and he 
naturally resents the intrusion. Work- 
men on building jobs in the country 
are sometimes bitten. Fishermen 
and hunters sometimes get within 
striking distance of a_ rattlesnake 
while intent on their sport, 

Nowadays it is wise for one likely 
to be exposed to the chance of rattle- 
suake bite to have on hand a pack- 
age of antivenin of snakebite serum. 
This is small and will readily go in 
the emergency kit. For about a year 
the American Antivenin institute, 
Glenolden, Pa., has been providing 
this serum, made under the direction 
of experts from the Brazilian insti- 
tute. It may be obtained through 
the regular drug trade channels by 
any druggist. It keeps for several 
years, It comes in a special package 
ready for hypodermic injection, with 
full directions so that any intelligent 
person may inject the dose under thé 
skin of the victim. 

Rattlesnake poison is slow, and the 
antivenin is effective even though it 
Is not administered until many hours 
after the bite. 

I have no statistics, but from hear- 
say I believe that only a few cases 
of rattlesnake bite prove fatal, re- 
gardless of the method of treatment 
employed. 

The first aid treatment, if no se- 
rum is available, or even if serum is 
available, is to bind a handkerchief 
or bit of stout bandage around the 
limb above the bite and insert a stick 
and twist it until the circulation is 
pretty well shut off. Keep this 
tourniquet on for a few hours, but 
every five minutes or so it must 
be loosened for half a moment, then 
tightened again, to guard against 
complete stoppage of circulation and 
gangrene. 

If you can find the fang marks or 
punctures, immediately cut through 
them criss cross with the corner of a 
safety razor blade or a sharp knife, 
merely through the skin, to induce 
bleeding.

“The vision may dawn, the dream 
may waken, the heart may leap with 
a new inspiration on some mountain- 
top, but the‘test, the triumph, is at 
the foot of the mountain, on the level 
plain. 

“Thank God for a new truth, a 
beautiful idea, a glowing experience; 
but remember that unless we bring it 
down to the ground and teach it to 
walk with feet, work with hands, and 
stand the strain of daily life, we have 
worse than lost it; we have been 
hurt by it. 

“A new light in our hearts makes 
an occasion; but an occasion is an 
opportunity, not for building a taber- 


ing back to a blessed memory, but 
for shedding the new light on the old 
path, and doing odd duties with new 
inspiration.

$100,000 FORESTRY 
FUND 1S, COMPLETED 


Completion of a $150,000 fund for 
the promotion of forestry education in 
Georgia, Florida and Mississippi was 
announced here Thursday by repre- 
sentatives of the American Forestry 
association. 

Ovid M. Butler, executive’ secre- 
tary of the association, in an an- 
nouncement made public Thursday, 
said representatives of the three states 
at a meeting here last night reported 
completion of the state quotas of the 
fund to be used in a three-year cam- 
paign in rural schools to’ educate 
against abuse of the forest. 

Each of the states, by popular sub- 
scription, has raised funds to provide 
for a minimum expenditure annually 
of $6,500 by each state. For each 
$6.500, the American Forestry asso- 
ciation appropriated $10,000, 

Educatton by motion pictures and 
lectures will feature the campaign for 
prevention of forest fires, and _ for 
utilization and cultivation of the 
forests. Motor trucks equipped with 
complete moving picture apparatus, 
lantern slides and forestry literature 
will be placed in the schools for use 
of both teachers and children. 

“In no section of the country,” de- 
eclared Mr. Butler, “are forest fires 
so currently widespread and so detri- 
mental] to forest regeneration as in the 
south. The seriousness of the situa- 
tion is reflected in the fact that SO 
per cent of all forest fires reported 
in the United States during the past 
10 years have occurred in the south- 
ern states. More than one-third of 
the entire pine area embracing mi- 
lions of acres has been so completely

Tunney swarmed over Heeney all 
through the tenth like a swarm of 
bees. Heeney was practically help- 
less.

There was 
nothing approaching Jack Dempsey’s 
sledge hammer blows. But each punch 
carried a sting and a jolt. Heeney 
was completely outclassed in every de- 
partment. He was out-boxed by a mil- 
lion miles, out-slugged and out-guessed, 

He wasn’t out-gamed and that is the 
only consolation he can take away— 
plus $100,000, which ought to help. 
Tunney proved again that he is mas- 
ter of any fighter or boxer the game 
can show today.

American Record for Glider 


Flight 


REMAINS ALOFT 57 MINUTES $i 


Is Set by German 


North Truro, Mass., July 26.—(/) 
An unofficial American record for a 
glider flight was established today 
when Peter Huffelbach, German pi- 
lot, remained aloft 57 minutes in a 
solo flight above the cliffs of the Cape 
Cod coast at Highland light near 
here, 

The glider took off at 10.30 a. m. 
from the bluff overlooking the At- 
lantic near the lighthouse. It reach- 
ed a height’ estimated at 300 feet 
above the se@ and swung back and 
forth over the water at varying 
heights, finally landing gracefully on 
the golf links beside the lighthouse. 

The only other American record for 
a flight in a glider is an unofficial 
one of 9 minutes, 45 seconds, estab- 
lished in 1911 by Orville Wright when 
he and his brother, Wilbur, were ex- 
perimenting. 


The world’s record for gliders was 


established in Germany where the 
motorless planes were devolped as a 
result of the airplane restrictions 
placed on upon the Germans after 
the war. The record for a_ solo 
flight is more than 14 hours. Hes- 
selbach who established today’s Amer- 
ican record, holds the world’s record 
of more than five hours, for a sus 
tained flight with a passenager. 

Hesselbach is one of three German 
glider experts who arrived at Cape 
Cod several days ago with the inten- 
tion of developing the sport in Amer- 
ica and creating a new world’s rec- 
ord, if possible. Today’s flight was 
the first since their arrival. The glid- 
ers in which Hesselbach went aloft 
was the Darmstadt. It was launch- 
ed by means F vies ropes which 
acted as a sli that tossed it into 
the air in the face of a strong breeze 
on which it lifted and floated in the 
manner of a sea gull, 


50 ABOARD WRECKED 
MOTOR SHIP ARE SAFE 


Hamburg, July 26.—(4)—The own- 
ers of the German motorship Monte 
Cervantes carrying 1,500 passengers 
announced today that the ship, which 
sent out an SOS call yesterday, suf- 
fered only slight. damage which was 
caused by floating ice in Bell sound, 
Spitzbergen.

‘Have a darling little brindled bull 
terrier, four months old, and although 
he had given no evidence of worms, 
I gave him worm medicine, as a mat- 
ter of routine. A bunch of round 
worms came away, and since then 
I have worried myself sick that I 
might have gotten infected trom him. 
We had no idea he had worms, so 
we let him eat out of our dishes on 
the floor; of course, the dishes were 
carefully washed afterwards, but I've 
had the creeps ever since. 

“Would these be worm symptoms: 
Though I’m about 25 pounds over- 
weight, I have a constant feeling of 
hunger in my _ stomach, beginning 
about an hour after eating, and the 
end of my nose tingles and itches. 
My ‘mother and grandmother died of 
cancer of the stomach, and a sister 
for years has had gastric ulcer, For 
the last few months I have been 
awakened at night with a _ terrible 
headache, which left me exhausted 
for a couple of days. What is this? 
Uleer of the stomach, cancer symp- 
toms or worms? And what to do?

Without a very complete physical 
examination, including laboratory 
tests, etc., it would be impossible to 
diagnose what your troubles were, 
and what to do for them, Mrs. N.

Amsterdam, July 26.—()—Prep- 

arations for Olympic competition tem- 
porarily took’ the background today 
while august solons of the interna- 
tional Olympic committee made two 
sweeping gestures. The first was 
designed to spike all prospects of 
British protest over Charley ~ Pad- 
dock’s eligibility and the second was 
a decision to exclude lawn tennis 
and soccer football from the~ Olym- 
pics until these two sports change 
their amateur codes. 

If joint statements of the highest 
international and American authori- 
ties are accepted at face value, as 
apparently they can be, Paddock will 
run in the 200-metérs next Tuesday, 
making his third bid for Olympic hon- 
ors. 

The international committee in a 
formal statement regarded as a “face- 
saving gesture’ on behalf of General 
Kentish, declared flatly that no pro- 
test had been made by the British 
delegate. Following this, American 
authorities including Major-General 
Douglas MacArthur, chairman of the 
American Olympic committee, and 
Murray Hulbert, president of the 
Amateur Athletic union, asserted no 
threat to bar Paddock existed, while 
J. S. Edstrom, of Sweden, president 
of the I. A. A. F., topped off of- 
ficial communiques with the state- 
ment that the California sprinter’s 
status is not even slated for discus- 
sion at the business meéting tomor- 
row. 

Ancient Issues. 

The Paddock case, revived by the 
Kentish inquiry into the sprinter’s 
radio talk about the 1924 100-meter 
final and alleged discussion of an 
American “frameup” of the British 
winner, Abrahams, has all been re- 
volying for the last two days around 
ancient issues. The fact that they 
apparently are not clear to Europe- 
ans thereby arousing inquiries on 
subject previously threshed out ip 
America has helped create fresh de- 
bate, but not the slightest vestige of 
new charges against the  Califor- 
nian has been shown. 

The American contingent is sharply 


‘divided on the Paddock case just as it 


has been ever since the battle follow- 
ing the Boston tryouts and resignation 
of George W. Wightman. Paddock’s 
tart reply to Wightman’s action be- 
fore embarking has left some bitter- 
ness. Others hold the view that it 
is undesirable to have any amateur 
violation charges in the absence of 
proof and that the sprinter was en- 
titled to the benefit of the doubt.

Yankee Stadium, New York, 
July 26.—(#)—After defending 
his heavyweight title like a true 
champion here tonight, Gene first 
paid a glowing tribute to the rug- 
ged gameness of Tom Heeney, his 
opponent, over whom he scored a 
technical knockout in the 11th 
round of their 15-round bout and 
then he broadcast the following 
message to the world: “I intend 
to remain in the fight business.” 

“T am very gratified to have 
won,’ Tunney exclaimed when he 
had gained his dressing room, 
only after a large detail of police 
fought a way for him through a 
cheering crowd which numbered 
thousands of his admirers. 

Tunney was greatly concerned 
over Heeney’s condition § and, 
though he was happy over his vie- 
tery, his joy increased when word 
came from the challengers quar- 
ters that the New Zealander was 
not in serious shape. 

Courageous. 

“I made Heeney fight my fight 
for me,” Tunney said when he 
was asked about the most im- 
portant factor in his victory. 

“I almost knocked Heeney 
down in the first round,” he con- 
tinued, “and when I saw what a 
tough fellow he was, I decided 
to center my attack on his body. 
He was too courageous to be 
knocked out with one punch. It 
took a good many hard rights to 
his body before he weakened. 

“His habit of coming in at me 
also was of great assistance to 
me. His rushing just added so 
much force to my blows and he 
was weakened by every one of 
them. 

“I thought the referee should 
have stopped the contest in the 
eighth round, when I paralyzed 
Heeney’s optic nerve with a hard 
right hand punch which landed 
just above his eye. I had cut that 
organ with a similar punch 
earlier in the bout.” 

Tunney indignantly denied the 
charges made by Heeney’s han- 
dlers at the end of this round 
that he had poked his gloved 
thumb in the challenger’s eye. 

“It was a hard, clean right 
hook to Heeney’s head that start- 
ed his blinking,” Tunney said. 

runney then went on to ex- 
plain that he fought his battle 
according to the plan he outlined 
early in May, when he went to 
Speculator and started training. 

“You saw me fight tonight’s 
contest a score of times at Specu- 
lator,” he told the Associated 
Press. “Every move I made 
against Heeney was exactly the 
Same ones [ made against the 
punching bags and the sparring 
partners.” 

No Other Way to Fight. 

» There was no other way to 
fight,” Tunney went on. “Just 
wear Heeney down until IT had 
sapped his strength and slowed 
him down. Heeney was no Jack 
Dempsey in there tonight. I was 
never in danger and none of his 
punches distressed me in the 
least. Hie had nothing I was 
afraid of and I was confident 
from the first round on that he 
would never go the full distance 
with me chopping away at his 
head with my left and pounding 
at his body with my right.” 

Tunney’s only scars of ‘battle 
were a bruise on his chest and 
several scratches on his back. the 
latter indicating that they were 
made when he brushed against 
the ropes. The champion had two 
of these rope marks when he en- 
tered the ring. . 
_His face was unmarked, but his 
right ear, which he injured early 
in his training, had been ag- 
gravated by several hard Heeney 
blows. Lou Fink. Tunney’s 
trainer, promptly bathed this in- 
flamed organ to reduce the swell- 
ing and eliminate danger of a 
“cauliflower.” a ring sear which 
the champion is anxious to avoid.

His face 
bathed and the flow of blood 
from his numerous wounds 
staunched, Tom walked about the 
room, eating oranges and seeking 
to ward off the sympathetic ad- 
vices of his three managers— 
(harley Harvey and John and 
Bernard Mortimer. 

“That Bloomin’ Thumb.” 

“That bloomin’ thumb—why I 
know I was leading,’ said Hee- 
ney, more in the tone of a con- 
fident boxer. starting a fight 
than one who had just been 
rocked into unconsciousness. 

“T couldn't see a thing for a 
minute. My right eye was at- 
fected by the thumbing and be- 
fore I could get straightened out 
Gene had me a blimy sight. The 
punch with his thumb curled my 
upper eyelid down and under and 
blinking I couldn't fix it. It 
didn’t uneurl until after (ene 
had cracked me with that bloom- 
in’ right.” 

The conquered challenger stroll- 
ed about the room munching half 
oranges to soothe his cut, bruised 
lips. There was no sign of blood 
then and his slashed left eye had 
been deftly taped so that his 
sight from the battered optic was 
half normal. 


“Wonderful Fight.” 

“Tom fought a wonderful fight 
and 1 know he would have won 
had not Tunney’s thumb poked 
him in the eye,’’ moaned Charley 
Harvey, Heeney’s American rep- 
resentative. 

“He was way ahead we figured 
and we had it all figured for him 
to continue keeping on top of 
Tunney and making him back up. 
‘Tom was fresh when the eighth 
round opened and kept telling us 
he never felt better in his life.” 

The only time Tunney’s 
prowess was mentioned was when 
Bernard and John Mortimer, 
Heeney’s British managers pull- 
ed the pudgy Anzac aside and as- 
sured him together that “you 
were fighting the world’s cham- 
pion tonight and your showing 
was no disgrace.”

Chicago, July 26.—()—Speculators 
who have overreached themselves ap- 
parently in big selling of corn for 
July and September delivery made 
fiurried attempts today to escape from 
the predicament.

Closing quotations on corn were un- 
settled at 3-Se to 3 1-2¢ gain over 
vesterday’s finish. Wheat closed 
1 5-Se to 2e net higher, oats varying 
irom 7-Se decline to 1 3-4e advance. 
rnd provisions at 20 cents off to 7 
cents up. 

Affairs in the corn market were 
brought te a crucial stage by an order 
issued today from the government 
grain futures administration, requiring 
a report on all individual open inter- 
ests of 100,000 bushels or more in 
July corn. After the issuance of the 
order, previous sellers both of July 
and September, especially September, 
made haste to change their market po- 
sition and reduce their commitments. 

The fact that July corn was at an 
unusual premium of 13 cents over 
September appeared to lend signifi- 
cance to the government order for spe- 
cial information on the existing trade 
status. although officials said there 
was no evidence of any manipulative 
activity going on. 

Export buying of 1,000,000 bushels 
of North American wheat today lift- 
ed wheat prices after an early decline 
that was associated with favorable[ 
weather and crop advices, lower quo- 
tations at Liverpool and with an offi- 
cial estimate that the forthcoming 
harvest in Italy would yield 24,000,- 
009 bushels more than the latest pre- 
vious estimate. On the decline, July 
delivery of wheat here dropped to a 
new low-price record for the season. 

Oats price fluctuations were irregu- 
lar, with cash offerings larger. 

Despite higher quotations on hogs. 
provisions averaged lower as a_ re- 
sult of selling ascribed to foreigners.

Business News Mixed. 

The federal reserve bank reported 
a decrease of $10,496,000 in the week 
ended Jhly 25, bringing the total down 
to $4,183,919,000 as against $3,141,- 
193,000 on July 27, 1927. 

The day’s piaiae news was mix- 
ed in character. Directors of the 
Lima Locomotive and Belding-Hem- 
ingway companies omitted the usual 
quarterly dividends due at this time. 
The Standard Oil company of New 
York announced an increase of 1 cent 
a gallon in gasoline prices, effective 
tomorrow. Dupont reported net
